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DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on July 7, 2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
US Patent No. 6,79,984 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer 
has been recorded. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed July 07, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In re pages 2-4, applicants argue that Shimada et al, following the Examiner's 
argument, the display positions during reproduction are based on operator commands 
selecting the insertion positions, not on different superposition modes of a 
superimposing means or different display modes of a display means as required by 
independent claims 49, 51, 54 and 55. 

In response, the examiner respectfully disagrees. As discussed in the last Office 
Action, the operator's command disclosed in col. 3, lines 7-1 1 of Shimada et al would 
control the position of the character signal on the display screen and the position at 
which the data of the first type (DATA 1 in mode "01") is superimposed on a display 
screen in the first mode and the position data of the first type (DATA 1 and DATA 2 in 
mode "11") is superimposed on the display screen in the second mode are different 
from each other because the amount of data (DATA 1 in mode "01" and DATA 1 and 
DATA 2 in mode "11") in two modes (mode "01" and mode "11") are different. The 
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combination of the operator's command and modes "01" and "11" of Shimada et al 
anticipates the claimed invention in which during reproduction different display positions 
are based on the different superposition modes of a superposition means or in which 
the display position in varied depending on the display modes of a display means.
